(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by JP 2- 

9002. 

Note figure 1 . JP 2-9002 shows a head drum assembly having a stationary drum 
(elements 12 and 20), a flexible printed circuit (20B) having connectors (2oC and 20D) 
that connect the transformer to the main PCB (30) through a hole (not labeled) in the 
main base (40). 

3. Applicant's arguments filed 1/29/02 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicant argues that JP 2-9002 does not show (1 ) the flexible printed circuit to 
be disposed inside the stationary drum, and (2) the first end of the flexible printed circuit 
to be "fittingly coupled" to the through hole. 

The Examiner does not agree. 

Concerning (1), the element labeled as 20 is a part of the stationary drum. The 
flexible printed circuit is clearly disposed within that part of the stationary drum. 

Concerning (2), the phrase "fittingly coupled" is not defined in the specification. 
Applicant infers that this requires that the connector to completely fill the opening with 
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an interference fit relationship. However, absent any definition of such in the 
specification, the Examiner does not agree. The terms used, "fittingly coupled", are read 
broadly to simply require that the connector be disposed within the opening.
